Medlacvalism may be pictiiresiiue. 
but lis details were not always sav- 
oury The paper provided a descrip- 
tion of the opinions on natural history 
of various mediaeval writers who dc- 
peniled for tlieir material on previous 
authorities and tended to perpetuate 
and magnify their blunders. These 
were only partially contrndlctcd by 
experienced huntsmen In the case of 
wild animalN nf which they had prac- 
tloal experloiice. 

Thus the writer of the ".Ma.^ter of 
Clnrne," n ninelncnth century liiintliig 
treatise, rather doubts the hart's re-
